Known parabllities: O'Brien creates multi- 
ple negative-image versions of himself out 
of an unknown substance dubbed “psycho- 
plasm.” These duplicates can fly, become 
solid or immaterial at will, and are as strong 
as their human original. Although they lack 
vocal apparatus, they can confer their ex- 
periences upon living beings by touching 
them and willing such an information-trans- 
fer. The number of Antibodies O'Brien can 
manifest at one time is unknown: so far, he's 
only manifested five at a single time. Each 
Antibody develops its own personality, appa- 
rently Based on some facet of O'Brien's per- 
sonality.

‘ment. There were a number of things to which | 
‘objected, but in the interest of time and space. I 
have listed only a few below, 

1) The "Black Militants" were depicted in a 
very negative fashion. They were shown fo be 
excessively violent, dogmatic, unreasoning and 
troublemakers. In short, they were stereotyped 
in a way that no doubt differs little from the way. 
they are imagined by the most conservative 
right-wingers. 

2) The impression one gets afer reading this 
issue is that Black militants, if not actually re~ 
sponsible for the problems facing Blacks, 
nevertheless make matters worse because of 
their extremeism. This harmful myth has been 
applied to Black men and women of vision for 
centuries. 

3) The stereotypical depictions of the militants 
would have been almost laughable were they 
not so familiar. "Indigo’ as the overbearing, over- 
weight, domineering Black woman is a carica- 
ture this society seems to be obsessed with, 
‘iso, two of the Black males are shown to be 
litte more than violent-prone hoods while the 
third is portrayed as a mindless/spineless 
follower. 

So, in summary, the reader comes away after 
reading this issue thinking that Black militants 
(who include the likes of Martin Luther King Jr, 
Malcolm X, W.E.8. Dubois, etc.) provoke vio- 
lence, are equatable with “rednecks,” and create 
problems where none exist. By associating the 
reasonable aims of the militants with outrageous. 
and even savage behavior, you succeed in dis- 
crediting the legitimate aspirations of African- 
Americans. 

My advice to the authors of this comic is, in 
the future, to avoid the race issue. | say this not 
because this is an unimportant topic, but be- 
‘cause the authors have shown themselves to 
be, like so many others in this society, incapable 
of dealing accurately with Blacks unless they 
are politically non-threatening,
